The Latter, Who Is an Attorney at We- 
terloo, III., Notifies Mrs. Morton, 
With Whom Hunt Boarded, of His 

' Bzperience With the Missing Groorry 
Salesman—Made Known His Identity. 


The disappearance of Alfred W. Hunt, the 
city salesman for J. W. scudder & Co, whole- 
sale grocers in the Cupples block, still re- 
mainsas much of a mystery as ever. Mrs. 
Morton, proprietress of the boarding-house 
at 018 Bell avenue, from which Hunt disap- 
peared early in the morning of July s last, 
has received what appears to be definite in- 
formation to the effect that Hunt went from 
At. Louls to Chicago. 

Last Saturday a week ago a gentleman 
giving his name A. C. Bollinger, an attorney 
of Waterloo, III., called upon Mrs. Morton 
and said that he had traveled on the same 
train with Hunt from this city to Chicago. 
The trip, he sald, took three days, owing to 
the delays consequent upon the strixe, the 
train being held at Bloomington, Galesburg 
and Alton. On this account he said, nearly 
every one on the train got acquainted and 
among others be struck up an acquaintance 
with Hunt, 

tiunt, he said, told him that he was con- 
nected with a ®t, Louis grocery house, and 
that hel nded spending a few days’ vaca- 
tion in Chicago and then returning to this 
city. He vave him Mrs. Morton's address as 
his boarding-house, and told Mr. Bollinger 
that should he ever visit St. Louis he would 
be most happy to show him around. Mr. 
Bollinger promised to call upon him tue first 
time he visited this city. 

Ihe two parted, r. Bollinger states, at 
the depot at Chicago, when Hunt went into 
the barber’s shop to get his shoes biacked. 
An appointment was first made to meet at 
the Court- house the pext morning. ‘Tr. 
Bollinger Kept this appolatment, but 
Hant falleu to show up, nor 
did he sec him again. — Bollinger 
attached no particular importance io this 
fact until one day, When on his way to the 
city, he read ina Chicago paper an account 
o Hunt’s Alsappearance., mmediately on 
his arrival he visited Mrs. Morton and ac- 
quainted her with what he knew. this is 
the last heard of the missing man. 

At. J. W. Scudder 4 Co.'s establishment 
nothing has been heard ol Hunt since he 
left, Thereporter told them what he had 
heard, but his information falled to throw 
any further light upon the matter. Mr.

ANOTHER HOTEL. 


A $50,000 Structure for Fifteenth and 
Chestnut Streets. 


Contracts were let this morning by Joseph 
M. Hayesofthe Hayes Woolen Co., for the 
erection of a handsome business and hotel 
building at the northeast corner of Fifteenth 
and Chestnut streets to cost not less than 
$50,000. The building will be another step in 
the line of advancement inaugurated on 
Chestnut and Pine, east of Twentieth street, 


since the building of the new depot. The 
change in the character of this locality is 
marvelously rapid. Only a little over a year 
ago the district was entireiy given up to dis- 
reputable resorts and cheap boarding: 
houses. These are fast disappearing, and in 
their stead a class of bulldings are being 
erectel which are destined to change 
the whole section intoaretall business dis- 
trict, thickly sprinkled, with middie-class 
hotels. 

The Pine Street Improvement Association, 
an organisation of Pine street property 
owners, has alded much in bringing about 
the change, but cannot be said to have done 
all the work, as the same change is being 
made on Chestnut street, where the property 
owners have no formal organization but 
stand together by a tacit undersianding. In 
making room for his new building at 
Fifteenth and Chestnut streets, Mr. Hayes 
bas wrecked two more ofthe old rookeries. 
The new buliding will have a frontage of 57% 
feet on the north sige of Chestnut street by 
a depth of 109 et on the east line of Fif- 
teenth street. It will be of buff colored 
Roman bricx with gray stone trimmings. 
The first floor will be divided into six stores 
so arranged that two or more of them can 
be thrown Into one at the convenience of the 
tenants. The floors above will contain a 
hotel of fifty rooms, which has been leased 
by the Storm 4 Farish agency 
tor a term of ve years to W. Ek. Gillham, 
the caterer. Mr. Hayes, the owner of the 
ground and the projector of the enterprise, 
ls well Known In real estate eireles as an en- 
terprising operator. He is trie owner of the 
Auburn flats at Grand and Easton avenues 
and also owns 6 feet on Aarket street, 
which he wlll improve shortly.

Her Father the Only Witness Examined 
at the Inquest Held Te- Day. 


Deputy Coroner Rolilfing conducted an in- 
quest this morning on the remains of 
Amanda Huke, the young girl who came to 
such a sad end atthe City Hospital last Sat- 
urday evening, from the effects of an opera- 
tion performed on herself. 

There was only one witness examined, the 
father, William Huke, a wealthy basket- 
maker, who formerly lived in St. ulis, but 
who is now located at Ellenton, Mo. Charles 
Wiley, the alleged betrayer of the deceased, 
was not present. 

he father, after making his statement, re- 
fused to say anything further in regard to 
the case. I don’t want to De interviewed,’’ 
he said, ‘‘so don’t ask me any questions. 

To the Deputy Coroner he said his daugh- 
ter was 22 years and 8 months old, was born 
in Germany, and lived in St. Louis for fifteen 
years. About elght Gays azo ne 
received a telegram from his’ son 
Herman, asking him to comeat once that 
Amanda was very sick. On Saturday he re- 
ceived a telegram from Dr. Marks asking 
him to come at once to St. Louis. He came 
in response to the latter calland said he 
Visited his daughter at the hospital. ane 
never,“ he continued, „told me about her 
trouble. I ean say only the best for her. 
She was a ioving daughter. Never in my 
life had I reason to De dissatisfied.’’ 

This statement concluded the inquest, and 
a verdict that death was due to general per- 
itonitis was rendered. The certificates of 
death were issued and turned over to Under- 
taker John Bensiek, and thisafternoon at 2 
O clock the remains of Amanda Huke were 
interred in Old Pickett’s Cemetery, the fa- 
neral taking place from Bensiek’s undertak- 
ing establishment on Ffixth and Biddle 
streets,

A Protest Filed by Comptes Hill Prop:

They allege that Kade avenue is strictly a 
residence street, and not a proper iocatios 
for an engine-house. Ohier Lindsay 
told the complaining property owners 
that he had paid for the option 
on the property, and the protesters 
offered to reimburse him. The residents 
think that the engine house should be located 
on Park avenue, near Compton avente, 
others of them hold that the city sbould 
utilize a part of the Reservoir Fark, on 
Lafayette and Grand avenues, for engine 
house purposes. The city would not thea be 
at the expense ofa property site.

Declines in Cemestio and Forsign Corn— 
“MWe Improvement to ths Demand— 
Commeroial Motes. 


The St. Louis bears, who were keen to sell 
Sept wheat late Saturday at around d. did 
not like ita little bic when they discovered 
only a little over 200,000 bu were the receipts 
for forty-eight hours. They had confidently 
banked upon receipts of over 400,000 bu, and 
some extremists looked for 600,000 bu. The 
falling of in arrivals was in arfivais of 
wheat by river, the total amount of sacken 
receipts being 17,452 sks, where they were 
84,241 one year ago, whereas to-day’s post- 
ings showed 262 cars in, against 160 cars a 
yearago. Notacarof grain was reported 
as received by the Frisco road, where late 
Saturday, itis said, 115 cars wheat were in, 
hand none came in«since then. This 
omission is due to the ’Frisco road 
itself, which made no report to the 
Exehange. However, even if that road had 
reported its wheat receipts, the total would 
have been below what the estimates were. 
Letters m many sections state that farm- 
ers are refusing to sell at the low price and, 
as a large part oi the crep is stacked, it is 
expecten the movement will not increase 
materially and may fall below what it has 
been. Receiving houses report few accept- 
ances of the bids they sent out Saturday. 

A Milwaukee commission house has made 
an investigation regarding barley prospects 
this year. The outlook in Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, lowa, South Dakota and Nebraska is 
reported as foltows: Wisconsin, condition 
favorable; Iowa, crop 1 ‘Minnesota 
generally favorable: Dakota and 
Nebraska, unfavorable. 

The official crop reportof France shows 
prospects of a fair outturn, but not extraoral- 
nary. One hundred represents avery good 
crop; 80 good; 0 fair. On this besis the con- 
dition of “winter wheat is 87; spring wheat 82;

A COMET COMING. 


Splendid Traveler Due to Come Within 
Human Vision in 1911. 


From the Providenee Journal. 

Halley’s comet is coming back—the comet 
which in the year 1066 shed a celestial splen- 
dor over the Norman conquest and whose 
terror-inspiring visit was commemorated by 
the hand of Queen Matilda in the Bayeux 
tapestry; the comet that in 1456, the year of 
the Battle of Belgrade, scared the Turk and 
Christian alike, and was anathematized by a 


bull from the Pope; the comet whose strange 
scimitar form still chilled the marrow of the 
ignorant and superstitious at its latest return 
in 1835. 

Itis yet far away, but the eye of science 
sees it, already within the orbit of — eng, 
rushing sunward and earthward with con- 
stantly increasing velocity as it falls along 
the steep. curve of its orbit. And a calito 
arms, a call for preparation, has just Deen 
issued from one of the chief watch towers of 
astronomy. Prof. Glasenapp announces 
that the computing bureau established by 
the Russian Astronomical Society has under- 
taken the calculation of the true path of 
Halley’s comet with a view to predicting the 
exact date of the next return. He hopes 
that astronomers acquainted with unpub- 
lished observations ofthe comet will com- 
municate the information to the society. 

After its peribelion the comet was watched 
retreating into s — until May, 1836, when 
it was finally swallowed from sight, It wei 
be in perihelion again about 1911, but with 
the great telescopes now in existence and the 
greater ones that may then have been con- 
structed it is probable that the comet will be 
detected coming sunward a year or more 
earlier than that. The fact that the labor of 
computing the precise time of its return is 
niready ahout to begin gives assurance that 
the next time it will not be a question of how 
many days, but rather how many haurs or 
even minutes, the calculations will be in 


error.

Wasurroron, July 2%3.—While residents of 
Oook County, Inn., will undoubtedly suffer an 
enormous loss resulting from the disorder 
and lawlessness attending the great strike, 
the tax payers of the United States at large 
Will also have a considerable bill to foot to 
meet the expenses incurrea by the National 
Government.

Senator Vilas’ Denunciation of the One- 
Eighth Cent Sugar Differential. 


WasuHineror, D. C., July 28.—The first mo- 
tion to be considered by the Senate in its 
effort to come to an agreement with the 
House on the amendments to the tariff bill 
will be that of Senator Vilas to instruct the 
Senate conferfees to recede from so much o 
the Senate sugar amendment as provides for 
a duty of one-eighth of a cent per pound on 
refined sugar in addition tothe 40 per cen 
ad valorem on all sugar. On Friday last. 
when Senator Vilas submitted this motion, 


he denounced the Sagar Trust and the plac- 
ing of this tex in the tariff bill as a gross 
imposition on the people. He said: | 
lam willingto vote for the motion to in 
sist uponevery other amendment proposed 
Dy the Senate, provided only we take from 
it this pecullariy odious and offensive tax 
which fs embraced in the article to which 1 
have drawn attention by the motion to strike 
out the differential tax of M cent per pound 
onrefined sugar. I might, if sugar alone 
were proposed asa subject of taxation, be 
Willing to include it iu the generalinsistence. 
Indeed, I believe sugar to bea proper sub- 
ject for revenue duty, and therefore shoul. 
desire it to de presented again to the House. 
But hereisa tax confessedly levied for the 
of enriching still 
gigantic, obnoxious, in- 
iquitous offensive trust that, 
I Delleve, bas yet been openly placed 
upon the people of this country. It is a trust 
raisedinto its hideous existen by the Mc- 
Kinley act itself, for, although it had some 
existence before, it was that act which made 
sugar free and placed a higher discriminat- 
ing duty on refined sugar than it ever before 
had? it thus raised this monster of the su- 
gar Trust into its position of domination over 
the interests of the people of the country and 
of tremendous influence asd power in tle 
halls of legislation. Now, for what reason 
shall We adhere to a tax solely for the benefit 
of the sugar Trust? 

es there any need of protection to that 
colossal combination? Have we not been ad 
vised thatthe suuvar Trust has deen able to 
divide among its stockholders in a single 
year almost one-third of its enormous cap 
Ital of $75,000,000? and that capital, inflated 
and swollen by excessive valuations of the 
properties in its hands.

Fight on Their Hands. 


CurcaGo, III., July 28.—As soon as the pres- 
ent strike atthe Stock Yards is over the om. 
Clals of the stock Yards company may turn 
their attention to a new fight they have 
shelved for the present—the 52 termina) 
charges on stock reeeived at the yards. The
